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ABOUT. SIGN-BOARDS. 


A History that will Bear Reading—Signs as Metr- 
looms in Families—A Few Samples- 

Tire history of sign-boards is both curious 
and interesting, and one is astonished to tind 
What an important part these gaudy, gilded, 
would-be works of art have had in giving the 
name to towns and localities. Persons accus- 
tomed to traveling through the rural districts 
of the older states can recall one or more 
towns or villages the names of which can be 
traced directly to some obscure tavern with an 
imposing sign sWinging from an_ elevated 
frame, announcing that there might be found 
entertainmen: for man and for beast. At what 
date sign-boards were first used is not pre- 


cisely known. In uncovering the hidden 
treasures Of Vompeliand Herculaneum there 
have been discovered signs upon certain 
houses which evidently belonged to the trades 
and professions, such as shoemakers, bakers, 
doctors, etc., but they in no Inanner resem 
bled the signs which in later vears were used 
universally by keepers of public houses. <A 
very interesting book was published in Lon- 
don about 1867, written by Messrs. Larwood 
and Ilotten, giving a connected history of 
Phe writers claim that during 
the middle ages the castles of the nobility be- 
came during the leniporary absence of the 
family the stopping places tor weary travel- 
lers, where they might obtain food and rest. 
These castles hucl the crest or armorial 
ensign of the family emblazoned upon 
them in conspicuous places, just * as 
the residence of tlie british Minister 
in this city has the coat-of-arms of 
Great Britain upon the carriage entrance. 
These crests in course of time became known 
by the most prominent object in it-—-as a red

Tie Mother Shiptons of fashion, who will 
tell vou toa button oragore what will be 
worn aseason hence, predict that we have 
only seen the beginning of the furor for large 
hats, and we have hints from importers that 
the springand summer styles will be very 
encouraging to wearers of ‘‘cartwheel».”’ 
Large hats are more generally becoming than 
small ones beyond a doubt, and the winter 
modes are productive, as the season requires, 
and very picturesque. The material of which 
they are composed, the beavers, plushes, and 
feathery felts, are beautiful in thernselves; 
they hold the lights and shadows, and soften 
the harsh lines of faces not so old but that 
they recall their youth, and they take away 
the bold, bare appearance Which some faces 
haye when pushed ountof asmall, tilting, 
snappy, or meek little bonnet, which give the 
impression of being totally inadequate to the 
tusk it has undertaken. 

The bonnet is the crown of the toilet, and 
amistake in its selection may ruin or vul- 
garize the whvle appearance. People with 
prominent features, or a style that needs 
subduing, find the large scoop bonnets e! 
furrv felt exceedingly beconuneg. Plush 
bonnets faced with atint which softens the 
complexion are genuine beautifiers, Very 
pale blue or pale pink inside linings, with 
outside plumes to match, trim many effective 
bonnets. Beavers, however, continue the 
popular novelty of the seuson., Fawn or 
drab, with rough, long pile, trimmed with 
Alsacian bow and strings of plaid, plush, or 
satin ribbon, amd black beaver, lined with 
old gold satin, and ornamented with f 
ostrich feathers oniy, With a band 
of gold braid upon the interior of the brim, 
are among the most desirable styles for prom- 
enade costumes. White beaver, trimmed 
with white feathers, and the red Neapolitan 
hat in felt and putied velvet and satin, 
trimmed with dark red feathers, or a circle 
of pompours ot shaded silk, are accepted 
stvles. Bronze, olive, gray, fawn, and wood 
tints are the fashionable tints, the trimmings 
being shaded feathers and rich, shadod rib- 
bons. in olive, old gold, and garnet. The rib- 
bon is used for strings, and 2 bow is placed 
well up on the leit side ol the high 
crown and brim, the feathers mingling 
with it and falling on the other 
side, over the edge of the brim, to- 
ward the face. Feathers are generally 
mounted flat, and arranged in every lmagin- 
able fashion. If they were a trifle less know- 
ingly arranged the effect would Sie ge 
A circle of small feathers, ali radiating | oer 
a common center, te which are added a tal 


hon, a blue boar, avriflin, acrown. ora 
dragon; hence these places became famous 
among travelers as the ‘Red Lion,’ “The 
Crown,” “Lhe Rising Sun,’ “Lhe White 
Horse,’ cte. The fame of these houses reach- 
ing the towns and cities, men engaged in a 
similar business very naturally adopted them 
us the sign ior theirown houses. In this 
manner the custom increased until there 
sprung up @ rivalry among proprietors to find 
Which could produce the showiest, newest 
and most taking sign. Many whimsical and 
curious combinations were the result. some 
of them with very little sense or meaning in 
them, quaintness and costliness being the 
only attraction. These signs became 
heirlooms in families, and were hended 
down from father to son as possessing value 
second only to the name. In Londen and 
other cities before houses were numbered the 
only way of locating private houses was by 
their nearness to or distance from ¢ertain 
public howses. As for instance, Mr. Pick- 
wick lived three doors from the ‘*Mermuid’’ 
or one square from the ‘King’s ‘Amrns,” or 
around the corner from the ‘*White Horse,” 
and soon. <Afterexhanusting the bedges of 
distinguished tanmiilies—which were often imis- 
applied—sign-makers resorted to odé@ combi- 
nations, wiytholugical heroes and divinities, 
figures of writers and poets, history (both 
sacred and profane), flowers, and animals for 
their subjects. Punning signs were also 
used. Joa England, on an old public 
house, there was the sign of ‘“‘Axe and Iun,”’ 
Which was supposed tu bean intimation toaxe 
for beer. In 1786 asign-board was pat up by 
a watchmaker in Oxford, England, with the 
following inscription upon it: ‘“Ilere — are 
fabricated and renovated, trochilivc horo- 
logues, portable and permanent, lingeaculous 
or tacifurnal, whose circumgyrations are per- 
formed by internal spiral elastics or external 
pendulows plumbages: diminutives, simple 
or compeund, invested with aurum af argent 
integuments?’ 

‘Hole in the Wall” is a very old sign and 
had its origin in London from the tavern be- 
ing situated behind the main line of bvildings 
and had te be approached by a passag or hole 
in the wall of the front house. Anciently 
the sign was not painted, but was carved out 
of woodand huvy within a hoop. The writers 
of the boek referred to above must have 
been listening to some strange stores of Amer- 
ica, for referring to this latter sign they say: 
“It is a curious fact that the refreshment 
room, liquer bar, attached to the house ot 
representatives at Washington 1s known to 
most thirsty American politicians as the 
‘Hole in the Wall.’ ”’ : 

The three halls of the pawnhbrokers’ sign are 
supposed to buve been taken from the low er 
part of the coat-of-arms of the dukes of Med- 
ii, from Whose states and from Lombardy 
nearly all of the early bankers came. At first 
the balls were blue, and it is only within 
late years that they have been made to repre- 
sent gold. The barber's pole is supposed to 
have resulted from the corruption ot a word. 
Barbers originally had the figure of a head or 
poll as the sign of their trade. In the course 
of time this became pole, and as the early bar- 
bers practiced bleeding and leeching 1n addi- 
tion to shaving and cutting hair, the pole soon 
received the line of red, indicating that blood- 
letting or bleeding was a part of their busi- 
ness. ‘*fhe Abraham Bosom”’ is probably the 
most remarkable name that was ever given to 
an inn, and was found on a_ Ssign-board in 
Worcestershire, England. If such a sugges-

Many of the sign boards in this country 
have been copied from those of the older 
countries, but there are many which are dis- 
tinctively American, and would have no point 
or force whatever in other countries. It has not 
been much more than ascore of years since 
one of the large hotels on Pennsylvania ave- 
nue was known by its sign-board, which bore 
the fizure of a very fine looking Indian 
queen, resplendent with paint, beads, and 
eathers. Her majesty smiled beningly down 
upon the coming guests, who were cordially 
welcomed by her prime minister, Proprietor 
srown, asthe coach-and-four dashed up in 
grand style to the door. As signs were so 
popular with keepers of public houses, in the 
course of time trades-people adopted them for 
their stores and places of business. In the 
present day these are, as every one knows, 
simply a board bearing the name of the dealer 
and the character of his business, with prob- 
ably an exception, here and there, in the way 
of an attempt at wit or sarcasm.

The 
article goncludes: ‘*Will the chamber be able 
to replace the cabinet by a more durable one,

The ministerial crisis is not expected to ter- 

lninate before Sunday. some newspapers an- 
ticipate a purely business cabinet with Leon 
Say as president of the counciland minister of 
finance. It is reported that President Grevy 
has also summoned De Freycinet. 

Gambetta’s speech in the chamber of depu- 
ties yesterday way very cloquent, and was 
applauded by his adversaries, especially 
the part in which he repudiated 
tie insinuations that he aspired 
to a dictatorship. After’ his speech 
he proposed that the clause in fayor of the 
scrutin deliste be inserted in the ecommit- 
tee’s resolution, and that the first paragraph 
of the resolution, which the government op- 
posed, namely, the one asserting that ‘‘It is 
expedient to revise the constitutional laws,”’ 
be voted upon first. The propo- 
sal Was made primarily in the 
hope that the chamber would not stultify it- 
self by reversing the decision it had just re- 
corded on the Buodet amendment in favor of 
a revision of the constitution in its entirety. 
The chamber adopted the paragraph by a vote 
of 282 to 227. Gambetta then announced his 
resignation. By this maneuver he appears 
hefore the country iis having heen 
overthrown for Opposing a wild scheme 
for indefinite reform. Other votes on the bill 
were taken subsequently. After the sitting 
Gambetta appeared to be cheerful and confi- 
dent.
